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INTRODUCTION 

This  Directory  is  designed  to  help  school  personnel  locate  financial  aid  for 
Montana  students  wishing  to  continue  their  education.  Students  seeking  financial 
aid  are  recommended  to  work  through  their  school  counselors. 

The  material  presented  in  this  Directory  is  based  on  answers  to  inquiries 
sent  to  all  Montana  institutions  as  well  as  to  service  and  trade  organizations. 
Although  the  manual  does  not  attempt  to  list  all  available  financial  aids,  it  does 
provide  information  on  those  of  significance  to  Montana  students.  It  is  suggested 
that  the  financial  aid  officer  at  the  appropriate  school  be  contacted  for  complete 
information  on  financial  assistance.

I.  General  Information  on  Applying  for  Financial  Aid 

CONSIDERATIONS  BEFORE  APPLYING  FOR  FINANCIAL  AID 

1.  The  amount  of  financial  aid  available  should  not  be  the  first  consideration  when  deciding  upon  a 
school  or  college.  Decisions  should  be  made  on  the  suitability  of  the  educational  institution  to  the 
student's  instructional  needs. 

2.  Schools  and  colleges  seldom  "give  away"  financial  aid.  Scholastic  achievement  alone  does  not  justify 
one's  request  for  aid  since  there  are  many  students  who  are  equally  as  qualified  academically  but 
who  could  not  attend  college  without  the  financial  aid.  Financial  aid  is  generally  for  those  who  dem- 
onstrate both  ability  and  need. 

3.  Financial  need,  as  determined  by  most  schools,  is  a  relative  need.  The  amount  of  financial  aid  a  school 
determines  the  student  needs  is  computed  in  relation  to  all  other  applicants,  the  amount  of  aid  avail- 
able and  the  required  college  expenses. 


HOW  TO  APPLY  FOR  FINANCIAL  AID 

COLLEGE 

The  student  seeking  financial  aid  to  continue  his  education  at  a  college  or  university  must  follow  the 
general  procedure  outlined  below: 

1.  The  first  step  is  to  file  an  application  for  admittance  to  the  college  of  the  student's  choice. 
These  forms  are  available  from  the  offices  of  the  directors  of  admission  at  the  institutions.  Most 
institutions  accept  the  student's  application  for  admittance  after  completion  of  the  first  semester 
of  his  high  school  senior  year.  A  college  will  not  consider  a  student  for  financial  aid  until  the 
student  has  been  accepted  for  admission   at  their  institution. 

2.  The  student  must  file  a  family  financial  statement.  The  statement  is  an  overall  financial  need  analy- 
sis based  on  financial  information  provided  by  the  student's  family.  The  College  Scholarship  Serv- 
ice's Parents'  Confidential  Statement  and  the  American  College  Testing  Program's  ACT  Family  Fi- 
nancial Statement  are  impartial  and  computerized  need  analyses.  These  family  financial  statements 
are  commonly  referred  to  as  the  "PCS"  and  the  "ACT".  The  forms  may  be  obtained  from  the  high 
school  counselor  or  by  writing  the  College  Scholarship  Service,  P.  O.  Box  1025,  Berkeley,  Califor- 
nia 94701,  or  the  ACT  Financial  Aid  Services,  P.  O.  Box  767,  Iowa  City,  Iowa  52240. 

Either  the  "ACT"  Family  Financial  Statement  or  the  Parents'  Confidential  Statement  ("PCS")  are 
acceptable  at  the  following  Montana  colleges:  Miles  Community  College,  Dawson  College  and 
Bocky  Mountain  College.  The  Parents'  Confidential  Statement  ("PCS")  is  the  financial  need  analy- 
sis preferred  by  the  following  Montana  colleges:  Carroll  College,  College  of  Great  Falls,  Eastern 
Montana  College,  Flathead  Community  College,  Montana  College  of  Mineral  Science  and  Tech- 
nology, Montana  State  University,  Northern  Montana  College,  the  University  of  Montana  and  West- 
ern Montana  College. 

3.  A  student  requesting  financial  aid  to  attend  a  college  in  Montana  must  file  the  Montana  Applica- 
tion for  Student  Financial  Aid.  These  forms  are  provided  to  all  Montana  high  schools  and  may  be 
obtained  from  the  high  school  counselor  or  by  writing  the  financial  aid  officer  at  the  college  of  the 
student's  choice. 

4.  The  student  or  the  school  official  should  notify  the  college,  by  letter,  of  any  unusual  circum- 
stances which  should  be  considered  by  the  financial  aid  officer  when  making  awards.  This  would 
include  such  circumstances  as  unusual  family  indebtedness  or  illness.  These  remarks  should  also 
be  included  on  the  family  financial   statements. 

5.  Important  Deadline  Dates  to  Bemember: 

March  1  or  Earlier — The  family  financial  statement  should  be  submitted  by  this  date  to  allow  for 
processing  time. 

April  1   or  Earlier — Application  for  Admission  and  a  Montana  Application  for  Student  Financial 
Aid  should  be  submitted  to  the  college. 


VOCATIONAL-TECHNICAL  TRAINING 

Students  wishing  to  continue  their  education  in  the  vocational  or  trade  fields  often  do  not  realize  that 
financial  aid  is  available  to  them.  School  personnel  should  encourage  eligible  students  to  consider  oppor- 
tunities offered  in  these  fields.  Steps  to  be  followed  in  obtaining  aid  for  these  types  of  education  and  train- 
ing are  outlined  in  Section  II,  pages  26  and  27. 

HIGH  SCHOOL 

A  high  school  counselor  should  consider  the  various  sources  of  financial  assistance  for  a  student  and 
his  family.  Financial  aid,  per  se,  for  a  student  to  continue  high  school  is  limited;  however,  the  sources 
listed  in  Section  II,  pages  32  to  34,  can  be  of  indirect  assistance  to  the  high  school  student.

Any  unusual  family  circum- 
stances which  you  feel  were  not  adequately  covered  in  the  other  forms  should  be  mentioned.  You  should  also 
include  extracurricular  activities  in  which  you  have  participated  (i.e.,  athletics,  artistic  or  musical  accomplish- 
ments, membership  and/or  offices  held  in  organizations,  etc.)  as  these  may  enhance  your  financial  aid  applica- 
tion. 
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II.  Sources  of  Financial  Assistance 

FEDERAL  PROGRAMS  OF  FINANCIAL  ASSISTANCE 

Federally-Insured  Student  Loan  Program 

The  Higher  Education  Act  and  the  National  Vocational  Student  Loan  Insurance  Act  authorize  pro- 
grams of  Federally-Insured  Student  Loans.  These  programs  enable  students  to  borrow  from  participat- 
ing lending  institutions  to  help  pay  their  educational  costs  while  attending  schools  ranging  from  voca- 
tional or  technical  to  degree  granting  institutions. 

Because  all  schools  do  not  qualify  to  allow  participation  in  this  program,  the  student  or  school  coun- 
selor should  contact  the  individual  institution  for  further  information. 

These  loans  are  insured  by  the  federal  government  and  in  the  event  of  a  student's  death,  total  and 
permanent  disability  or  failure  to  pay,  the  lender  will  be  reimbursed  100  percent  of  the  unpaid  principal 
balance  of  the  loan. 

During  the  student's  in-school  period,  the  federal  government  pays  the  total  interest  up  to  7  percent 
simple  interest  per  annum  for  those  students  whose  adjusted  family  income  is  less  than  $15,000  per  year. 
During  the  loan  repayment  period,  the  federal  government  pays  3  percent  simple  interest  per  annum  on 
the  unpaid  principal  balance.  Students  who  do  not  qualify  for  federal  interest  benefits  may  borrow,  but 
they  must  pay  all  of  the  interest  on  the  loan. 

Repayment  of  the  loan  begins  not  earlier  than  nine  months  nor  later  than  one  year  after  the  date  of 
graduation  or  withdrawal  from  school.  The  minimum  annual  repayment  is  $360,  payable  in  installments 
over  not  less  than  five  (unless  sooner  repaid)  nor  more  than  ten  years.  Repayment  may  be  deferred  while 
the  borrower  is  a  member  of  the  Armed  Forces,  is  a  volunteer  in  the  Peace  Corps  or  VISTA  or  is  pursu- 
ing a  full-time  course  of  study  in  an  eligible  school. 

The  student  obtains  an  application  from  the  lender  or  school.  A  current  list  of  approved  lending 
institutions  in  Montana  may  be  obtained  by  writing  the  United  Student  Aid  Funds,  5259  North  Tacoma 
Avenue,  Indianapolis,  Indiana  46220.  The  student  is  encouraged  to  make  an  application  for  a  loan  at 
his  local  bank  rather  than  at  a  bank  in  the  area  of  the  school  to  which  admission  is  sought. 

National  Defense  Student  Loan  Program 

The  National  Defense  Education  Act  of  1958  established  a  program  of  long-term,  low-interest  student 
loans,  administered  by  the  participating  institutions  of  higher  education.  A  student  should  address  his  in- 
quiry concerning  the  program  and  his  request  for  an  application  blank  to  the  participating  institution  in 
which  he  is  interested.  The  government  provides  90  percent  and  the  institution  10  percent  of  the  funds 
for  these  loans.  The  government  has  established  the  following  terms: 

1.  Eligibility  must  be  based  upon  the  need  of  a  student  for  funds  to  pursue  a  course  of  study  in 
a  participating  institution  to  which  he  has  been  admitted. 

2.  The  amount  of  the  loan  cannot  exceed  $1,000  for  any  one  academic  year,  or  $5,000  in  total  for  un- 
dergraduate study. 

3.  Repayment  of  the  loan,  with  3  percent  interest  which  begins  to  accrue  at  the  time  of  repayment, 
must  begin  1  year  after  the  borrower  ceases  to  be  a  full-time  student  and  must  be  completed 
10  years  later.  Repayment  may  be  temporarily  delayed  in  cases  where  a  student  returns  to  full- 
time  study,  enters  the  armed  forces  or  joins  the  Peace  Corps.  Periodic  installments  need  not  be 
paid  during  any  period  not  in  excess  of  three  years  during  which  the  borrower  is  a  part-time 
student  taking  courses  toward  a  degree.  While  interest  will  continue  to  accrue  during  periods  of 
part-time  study,  such  periods  are  not  included  in  determining  the  ten-year  period  in  which  the 
loan  must  be  repaid. 

4.  If  a  borrower  becomes  a  full-time  teacher  in  a  public  or  private  elementary  or  secondary  school 
or  institution  of  higher  education,  a  maximum  of  50  percent  of  the  loan  (plus  interest)  may  be 
cancelled  at  the  rate  of  10  percent  of  the  amount  owed  upon  entering  teaching  for  each  year  of 
teaching.

Educational  Opportunity  Grants  Program 

This  program  has  the  purpose  of  making  a  college  education  available  to  high  school  graduates  of 
exceptional  financial  need  who  without  the  grants  would  be  unable  to  go  to  college.  Another  main  purpose 
of  the  program  is  to  enable  the  student  to  choose  the  college  on  the  basis  of  his  academic  needs  rather 
than  on  financial  considerations. 

Grants  ranging  from  $200  to  $1,000  are  made  to  students  for  each  of  the  four  years  of  undergraduate 
study.  Colleges  participating  in  the  program  select  the  student  recipients  of  the  grants  and  determine  the 
amount  each  student  needs. 

Any  student  in  extreme  financial  need  who  has  been  accepted  for  admission  at  a  participating  college 
or  who  is  already  enrolled  and  in  good  standing  is  eligible  to  apply  for  an  Educational  Opportunity  Grant. 

Students  may  obtain  further  information  from  the  financial  aid  officer  at  participating  colleges.  Ap- 
plication for  a  grant  is  made  to  the  college,  not  to  the  Office  of  Education. 

College  Work-Study:  A  Program  of  Employment 

Students  who  need  a  job  to  help  pay  for  college  expenses,  particularly  those  from  low-income  fam- 
ilies, are  potentially  eligible  for  employment  by  their  colleges  under  federally  supported  Work-Study 
Programs. 

The  Economic  Opportunity  Act  of  1964  authorizes  assistance  for  Work-Study  Programs  to  stimulate 
part-time  employment  for  an  estimated  140,000  college  students  from  low-income  families  who  need  ad- 
ditional financial  support  in  order  to  stay  in  college.  Employment — not  to  exceed  15  hours  a  week — is  on 
and  off  campus  by  agreement  with  public  agencies  or  nonprofit  organizations  whose  activities  contribute 
to  the  objectives  of  the  Economic  Opportunity  Act.  Estimated  compensation  is  $500  for  the  undergradu- 
ate student  and  $1,000  for  the  graduate. 

Work  may  be  for  the  institution  or  for  an  approved  off-campus  agency.  On-campus  jobs  can  in- 
clude work  in  dining  halls,  laboratories,  libraries  and  maintenance.  Off-campus  jobs  are  assigned  in  pub- 
lic or  nonprofit  organizations  and  include  work  in  health,  welfare,  and  recreation  programs  and  in  Com- 
munity Action  Programs. 

To  work  under  this  program,  a  student  must  be  enrolled  and  be  in  good  standing  or  be  accepted  for 
enrollment  as  a  full-time  student  at  a  college  which  participates  in  the  program.  The  student's  eligibil- 
ity depends  upon  his  need  for  employment  to  defray  college  expenses,  with  preference  given  to  appli- 
cants from  low-income  families. 

Federal  Funds  are  granted  to  institutions  of  higher  education  for  this  program  under  the  administra- 
tion of  the  Department  of  Health,  Education,  and  Welfare.  Inquiries  may  be  addressed  to  Student  Finan- 
cial Aid  Branch,  U.S.  Office  of  Education,  Room  2205A,  400  Maryland  Avenue,  S.  W.,  Washington,  D.C.

Summer  Work-Study  Program 

The  universities  and  colleges  of  the  Montana  Association  of  Financial  Aid  Administrators  have  summer 
positions  available  for  high  school  graduates  who  are  going  to  attend  one  of  the  12  member  schools.  To  be 
eligible  for  a  summer  position  under  this  program,  a  student  must  have  followed  the  above  steps  and  have 
indicated  summer  employment  is  desired. 


Positions  will  be  available  under  this  program  with  the  U.  S.  Forest  Service,  State  of  Montana,  Com- 
munity Action  Programs,  university  or  college  of  the  student's  choice  and  other  public  or  nonprofit  or- 
ganizations which  have  Work-Study  contracts  with  the  schools  of  the  Montana  Association  of  Financial 
Aid  Administrators. 

Civil  Air  Patrol  Scholarships  and  Grants 

The  fields  of  study  for  which  CAP  scholarships  or  grants  are  awarded  must  be  directly  related  to 
aerospace.  Each  recipient  of  a  CAP  scholarship  or  grant  must  maintain  an  academic  standard  of  work 
acceptable  to  the  school  concerned.  Failure  to  maintain  an  acceptable  academic  standard  will  result  in 
cancellation  of  the  award.

Educational  Assistance  for  Indians 

The  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs  provides  a  program  of  federal  scholarship  grants  to  Indian  students 
to  attend  institutions  of  higher  education.  Grant  recipients  must  have  one-fourth  (&)  or  more  degree  In- 
dian blood  and  membership  in  a  tribal  group  served  by  the  Bureau.  The  grants  are  made  primarily  to 
youths  residing  on  Indian  reservations  or  other  India  l-owned,  tax-exempt  lands.  Both  financial  need  and 
scholastic  ability  are  considered  in  determining  appli:ants'  eligibility. 

A  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs  pamphlet,  Scholarship  Aids  for  Indian  Youth,  summarizes  education  aids 
available  to  Indian  youths  from  private  sources,  tribal  funds,  and  state  and  federal  funds  for  educational 
expenses  at  colleges  and  vocational  schools.  The  pamphlet  and  other  information  about  federal  assist- 
ance is  available  from  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs,  Washington,  D.  C,  or 
from  the  regional  offices  of  the  Bureau. 

Reserve  Officers  Training  Corps  (ROTC) 

Three  branches  of  the  armed  forces  (Navy,  Army  and  Air  Force)  which  maintain  Reserve  Officer 
Training  Programs  at  selected  institutions  of  higher  education  frequently  provide  a  cash  stipend  for  par- 
ticipants. In  addition,  the  Army,  the  Navy  and  the  Air  Force,  for  the  purpose  of  producing  career  offi- 
cers, subsidize  a  four-year  college  education  at  civilian  institutions  which  operate  an  ROTC  program. 
The  armed  services  pay  all  tuition  and  fees,  travel  to  and  from  the  university  and  provide  a  subsistence 
allowance  of  $50  per  month  to  each  enrollee.  Students  are  selected  in  open  competition  through  a  com- 
petitive exam  and  interviews  with  career  officers  with  final  selection  by  a  committee  in  each  state.

Loans  for  Nurses  Training 

The  Nurses  Training  Act  of  1964  authorizes  a  low  interest  loan  program  for  students  in  all  types  of 
professional  nursing  schools  including  collegiate,  associate  degree  and  diploma  schools.  The  maximum 
amount  of  loan  may  not  exceed  $1,000  a  year.  Up  to  50  percent  of  the  amount  of  the  loan  may  be  can- 
celled at  the  rate  of  10  percent  for  each  complete  year  of  full-time  employment  as  a  professional  nurse 
in  any  public  or  nonprofit  institution  or  agency.  Further  information  is  available  through  the  office  of  the 
Surgeon  General,  Public  Health  Service,  Washington,  D.  C. 

Social  Security  Benefits  for  Students 

The  Social  Security  law  provides  monthly  benefits  to  children  when  a  parent  on  whom  they  were 
dependent  dies  or  starts  receiving  Social  Security  retirement  or  disability  benefits. 

Benefits  can  be  paid  until  the  student  reaches  22  years  of  age  without  regard  to  disability,  provided 
the  child  is  a  full-time  student  in  an  educational  institution.

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Aid  for  Veterans 

The  registration,  incidental  and  departmental  fees  are  waived  for  veterans  who  have  been  honorably 
discharged  from  service  with  the  United  States  forces  in  any  of  its  wars,  who  were  bonafide  residents 
of  the  state  of  Montana  at  the  time  of  such  entry  into  said  forces  and  who  have  exhausted  all  their  bene- 
fits and  are  no  longer  eligible  for  any  benefits  under  federal  laws.  When  applying  for  these  war  service 
exemptions,  the  student  must  submit  the  original  or  certified  copy  of  discharge  to  the  registrar's  office. 

Veterans'  Children 

The  purpose  of  this  program  is  to  provide  assistance  for  both  college  and  below-college  education 
to  children  of  veterans  who  died  from  injury  or  disease  or  who  are  permanently  and  totally  disabled  re- 
sulting from  military  service  in  World  War  I,  World  War  II,  the  Korean  conflict  or  as  a  result  of  a  dis- 
ability or  disease  incurred  while  in  the  service. 

Benefits  are  available  for  children  up  to  21  years  of  age.  A  maximum  of  36  months  of  training  and 
education  may  be  obtained  with  payments  of  $110  per  month  paid  upon  completion  of  each  month  of 
full-time   training,   $80  for  three-fourths-time   training  and  $50  for  half-time  training.

Disabled  American  Veterans  Auxiliary  Loan  Fund 

Those  eligible  for  loans  are  children  whose  parents  have  been  members  of  both  the  Disabled  Amer- 
ican Veterans  and  its  Auxiliary  for  at  least  one  year  prior  to  making  application.  Members  of  the  Dis- 
abled American  Veterans  and  its  Auxiliary  are  also  eligible.

Veterans  -  GI  Bill  Education  and  Training 

Veterans  who  served  on  active  duty  for  more  than  180  days,  any  part  of  which  occurred  after  Janu- 
ary 31,  1955,  and  who  were  released  under  conditions  other  than  dishonorable  or  who  were  released 
from  active  duty  after  January  31,  1955,  for  a  service-connected  disability  are  eligible  under  the  Veter- 
ans' Readjustment  Benefits  Act  of  1966. 

Funds  may  be  used  for  continuing  education  at  any  public  or  private  secondary,  vocational,  corres- 
pondence or  business  school,  college  or  university  of  any  other  institution  which  furnishes  education  at 
the  secondary  level  or  above.

INSTITUTIONAL  AND  PRIVATE  SOURCES  OF  ASSISTANCE- 
INSTITUTIONS  OF  HIGHER  EDUCATION  IN  MONTANA* 

The  following  aids,  programs  and  loans  are  available  at  most  of  the  12  Montana  colleges.  However, 
there  are  a  few  scholarships  included  in  this  section  which  apply  only  to  the  four-year  institutions. 

The  DECA  Foundation  Scholarship  -  Loan  Awards 

The  DECA  Scholarship  is  based  on  need  and  is  renewable  up  to  four  years.  Recipients  of  loans  are 
asked  to  repay  as  ability  permits. 

The  field  of  study  covers  the  area  of  marketing,  distribution  and  distributive  education.  The  award 
may  be  used  at  any  recognized  post-high  school  institution  or  four-year  college  offering  courses  as  indi- 
cated above. 

An  applicant  must  be  or  have  been  an  active  member  of  DECA  (college  undergraduates  as  well 
as  high  school  seniors  may  apply).

Elks'  National  Foundation  Scholarships 

Every  year  the  Elks'  National  Foundation  makes  available  valuable  scholarship  awards  to  both  high 
school  seniors  and  to  undergraduate  students  in  college.

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VOCATIONAL-TECHNICAL  EDUCATION 

Montana  Apprenticeship  Program 

For  those  students  who  do  not  wish  to  go  on  for  further  formal  education  beyond  high  school  there  are 
opportunities  available  under  the  Montana  Apprenticeship  Program. 

The  Montana  Apprenticeship  Council  now  lists  68  trades  to  which  a  person  can  be  apprenticed.  These 
include  such  careers  as  aircraft  mechanics,  baker,  brick  layer,  dental  technician,  draftsman,  electrician  or 
gunsmith. 

During  an  apprenticeship  training  program  a  young  person  will  learn  to  produce  with  modern  tools 
and  machines.  He  will  also  gain  experience  using  the  latest  methods  and  materials.  The  apprentice  will 
work  under  the  direction  of  a  competent  journeyman  during  his  training  and  will  receive  close  personal 
attention  and  supervision.  In  addition,  he  will  attend  classes  for  three  or  four  hours  each  week  to  learn 
those  things  which  cannot  be  taught  economically  in  the  shop  or  at  the  job  site. 

As  in  any  type  of  training  there  are  some  basic  qualifications  for  entrance  into  an  apprenticeship.  These 
are: 

1.  Age  of  18  to  25  years  (with  limited  exceptions). 

2.  Good  health  and  physical  fitness  for  the  trade. 

3.  High  school  degree.  (Note:  Many  trades  place  high  value  on  mathematics,  mechanical  drawing, 
the  sciences  and  all  expect  the  ability  to  read,  spell,  write  and  speak  intelligently.  High  school 
transcripts  are  required  of  applicants.  It  must  be  understood  that  apprentices  are  actually  enter- 
ing the  area  of  further  education.) 

4.  Successful  completion  of  aptitude  tests. 

5.  Acceptance  after  interview  by  a  Joint  Apprenticeship  Committee. 

6.  Willingness  to  work,  study  and  attend  classes. 

7.  Desire  and  ability  to  maintain  proper  conduct. 

In  addition,  there  is  a  probationary  period,  which  varies  according  to  the  trade  requirements,  that 
the  apprentice  is  required  to  successfully  complete. 

Any  youth  interested  in  and  qualified  for  an  apprenticeship  program  should  make  one  or  perhaps  all 
of  the  following  contacts: 

1.  Business  agent  for  the  particular  craft,  or  union  in  which  the  youth  wishes  to  be  apprenticed. 

2.  A  member  of  the  Apprenticeship  Committee  in  his  community. 

3.  Employers  of  craft  members. 

4.  Local  employment  service  office. 

Montana  Area  Vocational-Technical  Schools 

Montana's  Area  Vocational-Technical  Schools  accept  students,  regardless  of  educational  background 
or  occupational  experience,  who  can  benefit  from  the  training  for  which  they  seek  admission.  It  is  the 
purpose  of  the  schools  to  serve  the  needs  of  high  school,  post-high  school,  out-of-school  or  general  adult 
students  by  offering  training  in  vocational-technical  occupational  and  continuing  adult  education. 

Students  under  21  years  of  age  residing  in  Montana  but  outside  the  county  wherein  the  area  voca- 
tional-technical school  is  located  shall  be  charged  tuition  to  be  paid  by  the  county  of  residence.

Guaranteed  Loans  for  Vocational  Students 

Under  the  National  Vocational  Student  Loan  Insurance  Act  of  1965,  a  loan  program  has  been  estab- 
lished to  make  it  possible  for  students  to  borrow  money  to  obtain  vocational  training  in  business,  trade, 
technical  or  other  vocational  schools.  The  purpose  will  be  accomplished  by  providing  the  means  for  stu- 
dents to  obtain  loans  from  private  commercial  lenders,  with  the  federal  government  paying  part  of  the 
interest  on  behalf  of  eligible  students. 

Eligible  Vocational  Schools 

Eligible  schools  are  those  which 

1.  Admit  students  only  if  they  have  the  ability  to  benefit  from  the  training  offered; 

2.  Are  legally  authorized  to  provide  a  program  of  post-secondary  education  which  trains  for  useful 
employment  in  recognized  occupations;  or 

3.  Have  been  in  existence  for  two  years,  or  have  been  especially  accredited  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Education  or  by  an  accrediting  agency  recognized  by  the  Commissioner. 

Eligible  Lenders 

Banks,  savings  and  loan  institutions,  credit  unions,  insurance  companies  and  similar  institutions 
subject  to  supervision  by  the  state  or  federal  government  are  eligible  to  be  lenders  under  this  pro- 
gram. Eligible  vocational  schools  may  also  become  lenders. 

Eligible  Borrowers 

Any  student  who  has  been  accepted  for  enrollment  in  a  school  participating  in  the  program  or 
who  is  already  in  attendance  and  in  good  standing  is  eligible  to  apply  for  a  guaranteed  vocational 
student  loan.  Only  full-time  students  are  eligible. 

The  student  does  not  have  to  be  a  high  school  graduate  or  even  an  elementary  school  graduate. 
There  are  no  age  limitations;  however,  the  student  must  be  capable  of  benefiting  from  the  program 
in  which  he  is  enrolled. 


Terms  and  Conditions  of  Guaranteed  Vocational  Loans 

A  student  may  borrow  up  to  $1,000  each  year  for  two  years.  For  students  whose  adjusted  fam- 
ily income  is  $15,000  a  year  or  less,  the  federal  government  will  pay  all  the  interest  up  to  7  percent 
a  year  on  unpaid  principal  balances  while  the  student  is  in  school  and  3  percent  interest  on  unpaid 
principal  balances  during  the  repayment  period.  Students  whose  adjusted  family  income  exceeds  $15,- 
000  are  ineligible  for  the  loan. 

The  student  will  begin  repayment  on  his  loan  ten  months  after  he  ceases  or  completes  his  studies 
in  a  vocational  school.  Repayments  will  be  made  in  installments  over  a  period  of  three  to  six  years. 

Procedure  for  the  Student  to  Follow 

A  student  obtains  from  die  vocational  school  which  has  accepted  him  or  in  which  he  is  enrolled, 
an  application,  a  statement  of  his  tuition  and  fees,  and  the  estimated  cost  of  his  room  and  board.  He 
presents  the  completed  application  to  a  participating  bank  or  other  eligible  lender  when  applying  for 
a  guaranteed  loan.  He  also  supplies  the  lender  with  a  statement  of  adjusted  family  income. 

The  lender  makes  the  loan  directly  to  the  student  after  approval  by  the  United  Student  Aid  Fund, 
the  guaranteeing  agency.

HIGH  SCHOOL  STUDENTS 

Although  financial  aid  for  high  school  students  is  limited,  the  following  areas  should  be  explored 
as  possible  sources  of  aid. 

Job  Corps 

The  Job  Corps  is  a  voluntary  national  residential  training  program  for  out-of-school,  out-of-work 
young  men  and  women,  16  through  21,  who  lack  the  education  and  skills  necessary  to  obtain  jobs.  At 
men's  centers,  women's  centers,  or  men's  conservation  centers,  corpsmembers  participate  in  programs  of 
basic  education,  development  of  responsible  citizenship  attitudes,  skill  training  and  constructive  work  ex- 
perience. The  length  of  stay  averages  seven  months  but  cannot  exceed  two  years.  After  Job  Corps,  corps- 
members  are  assisted  in  finding  jobs,  returning  to  school  or  entering  the  armed  forces.

Manpower  Development  and  Training  Act 

Under  MDTA,  occupational  and  related  training  and  education  are  available  to  youths  from  16  years 
of  age  on. 

Students  from  16  to  17  years  of  age  receive  only  training  costs.  At  17  years  of  age,  students  ful- 
filling certain  requirements  are  eligible  for  an  additional  allowance. 

This  financial  aid  is  not  available  to  students  wishing  to  pursue  a  purely  academic  program.

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Montana  State  Department  of  Welfare 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children  benefits  increase  according  to  the  age  of  the  dependent  child.  Families 

receiving  ADC  or  other  welfare  benefits  should  be  encouraged  to  check  frequently  with  their  local  wel- 
fare office  to  insure  receiving  maximum  benefits.

Neighborhood  Youth  Corps 

Neighborhood  Youth  Corps  provides  several  programs  for  youth  between  the  ages  of  16  and  21 
from  economically  deprived  family  backgrounds. 

In-school  programs  provide  up  to  10  hours  a  week  employment  at  a  fixed  hourly  rate  for  students 
enrolled  in  an  academic  program. 

Out-of-school  summer  programs  provide  up  to  40  hours  a  week  employment  at  a  fixed  hourly  rate.  Stu- 
dents planning  to  return  to  school  in  the  fall  are  eligible  for  the  summer  program. 

All  programs  include  screening,  physical  examination,  job  placement  and  remedial  education,  where 
needed.

Social  Security 

The  Social  Security  law  provides  monthly  benefits  to  children  when  a  parent  on  whom  they  are  de- 
pendent dies  or  begins  to  receive  Social  Security  retirement  or  disability  benefits. 

Benefits  may  be  paid  until  the  student  reaches  21  years  of  age  without  regard  to  disability,  provided 
that  the  child  is  a  full-time  student  in  an  educational  institution.  High  school  students  are  included.  Bene- 
fits may  extend  through  the  summer  months  if  the  student  plans  on  continuing  his  education  in  the  fall.

National  Vocational  Student  Loan  Act  of  1965 

The  purpose  of  this  act  is  to  make  it  possible  for  students  to  borrow  money  to  obtain  vocational  train- 
ing in  business,  trade,  technical  or  other  vocational  schools. 

Eligibility  is  based  on  adjusted  family  income  of  less  than  $15,000  per  year  and  on  the  capability  of 
the  student  to  benefit  from  the  program. 

A  student  may  borrow  $1,000  each  year  for  two  years.  The  federal  government  will  pay  all  of  the 
interest  up  to  7  percent  during  the  training  period  and  the  ten  month  period  prior  to  the  beginning  of 
the  loan  repayment.  During  the  repayment  period,  the  student  will  pay  4  percent  of  the  interest  on  the 
unpaid  loan  balance. 

The  student  will  begin  repayment  on  his  loan  ten  months  after  completing  training.  The  repayment 
period  will  be  from  three  to  six  years. 

Upward  Bound 

Upward  Bound  is  a  pre-college  program  aimed  at  motivating  high  school  students  with  undeveloped 
potential  toward  college  careers.  Students  attend  a  full-time  educational,  cultural  and  creative  interest  sum- 
mer program  on  a  college  campus,  and  receive  individual  tutoring  and  counseling  throughout  the  school 
year  in  addition  to  their  regular  high  school  studies.  Upward  Bound  projects  are  directed  by  colleges  and 
universities  in  cooperation  with  high  schools  and  Community  Action  Agencies. 

Veterans'  Children 

Assistance  may  be  provided  for  below  college  education  to  children  of  veterans  who  died  from  in- 
juries or  diseases  or  who  are  permanently  and  totally  disabled  resulting  from  military  service  in  World 
War  I,  World  War  II,  the  Korean  conflict  or  as  a  result  of  a  disability  or  disease  incurred  while  in  the 
service. 
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Eligibility  for  and  amount  of  this  assistance  is  determined  by  the  Veterans'  Administration  office  serv- 
ing the  area  in  which  the  student  resides.

Veterans  -  GI  Bill  Education  and  Training 

Veterans  who  served  on  active  duty  for  more  than  180  days,  any  part  of  which  occurred  after  Janu- 
ary 31,  1955,  and  who  were  released  under  conditions  other  than  dishonorable  or  who  were  released  from 
active  duty  after  January  31,  1955,  for  a  service-connected  disability  are  eligible  under  the  Veterans'  Re- 
adjustment Benefits  Act  of  1966. 

Funds  may  be  used  for  continuing  education  at  any  public  or  private  secondary,  vocational,  corres- 
pondence or  business  school,  college  or  university  or  any  other  institution  which  furnishes  education  at 
the  secondary  level  or  above. 

A  veteran  who  must  complete  high  school  training  to  qualify  for  higher  education  may  receive  edu- 
cational assistance  allowance  without  a  charge  against  his  basic  entitlement.

Vocational  Rehabilitation 

Individuals  16  years  or  older  may  receive  counseling,  medical  services,  maintenance,  transportation, 
vocational  training  and  education  if  they  have  physical  or  mental  disabilities  which  handicap  them  for 
employment.

Work-Study  Program  for  Vocational  Students 

The  Vocational  Education  Act  of  1963  provides  special  funds  for  a  Work-Study  Program  for  students 
who  are  taking  vocational  courses  and  need  financial  help  to  stay  in  school.  (Students  taking  home  eco- 
nomics and  industrial  arts  are  not  eligible.) 

Students  must  be  between  the  ages  of  15  and  21;  must  be  capable  of  maintaining  good  standing  in 
school  while  working;  must  be  in  need  of  earnings  to  stay  in  school;  and  must  be  enrolled  or  accepted 
for  enrollment  in  a  qualified  vocational  course. 

The  student  may  work  a  maximum  of  15  hours  per  week  during  the  time  school  is  in  session.  Pay  is 
commensurate  with  responsibilities  and  may  not  exceed  a  fixed  amount  per  hour.

Youth  Opportunity  Centers 

For  students  between  the  ages  of  16  and  21,  YOC  offers  a  summer  job  promotion  program  to  stim- 
ulate work  training.  Students  between  these  ages  are  eligible  regardless  of  future  educational  goals. 

The  program  provides  counseling,  referral  to  other  agencies,  where  necessary,  job  placement  and 
follow-up. 

In  addition,  individuals  between  the  ages  of  16  and  21  in  the  Billings  area  and  surrounding  counties 
are  eligible  for  the  year-around  counseling  and  placement  services  provided  by  the  Billings  Youth  Oppor- 
tunity Center.

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APPENDIX  I 

MONTANA  ASSOCIATION  OF  FINANCIAL  AID  ADMINISTRATORS 

1968-1969 

The  Montana  Association  of  Financial  Aid  Administrators  is  an  organization  of  the  Financial  Aid  Officers 
from  the  12  member  colleges  in  Montana.  These  institutions  believe  that  every  well  qualified  student  should 
be  able  to  choose  a  college  primarily  on  academic  grounds.  Financial  aid  awards  make  this  possible  by  help- 
ing to  bridge  a  part  of  the  financial  gap  between  the  amount  a  student's  family  can  reasonably  afford  to 
spend  on  his  education  and  the  amount  it  will  cost  him  to  attend  college. 

Because  family  capabilities  and  college  expenses  vary,  each  aid  award  is  designed  to  fit  a  specific 
combination  of  student  need  and  college  expenses.  As  a  result,  the  amount  of  aid  offered  often  varies 
from  one  college  to  another  for  the  same  student.  These  differences  usually  correspond  to  the  differences 
in  charges  of  the  various  colleges.  There  is  little,  if  any,  financial  advantage  gained  from  choosing  among 
colleges  on  the  basis  of  their  financial  aid  awards.  Every  student  is  encouraged  to  choose  a  college  on  the 
more  valid  grounds  that  it  offers  him  the  best  opportunity  to  develop  his  own  particular  abilities. 

The  Montana  colleges  participating  in  the  Montana  Association  of  Financial  Aid  Administrators  are 
among  the  more  than  640  college  scholarship  service  participants  throughout  the  country.  They  believe  that  a 
student's  family  should  be  responsible  for  at  least  a  student's  routine  living  expenses  during  the  academic 
year.  In  addition,  the  family  should  make  every  reasonable  sacrifice  to  provide  as  much  support  as  possible 
beyond  the  normal  maintenance  it  has  been  providing  all  along.  In  awarding  financial  aid  as  a  supplement 
to  the  family's  maximum  efforts,  the  colleges  consider  primarily  a  student's  academic  achievement,  his  per- 
sonal qualities  and  interests  and  his  future  promise.
